Claims 32, 33, 44 and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as being 
anticipated by Redding et al 6,1 1 0,501 . 

The rejection of record is maintained. 

Claims 32, 33, 35, 44, 48 and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Fues et al 5,308,623. 

The rejection of record is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed on 4/09/04 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments re derivatives are to species of examples, but no 
definition is invoked in the specification, and so, one can read water or carbon dioxide 
as meeting "derivative's to art rejections, one can consider waxes, absent any 
molecular weight average or number average claimed, to be polymeric, and at Redding, 
with derivative of the instant polybasic acids constituting the reaction product. Note the 
claims are compositions, so whether or not the recitation of reaction is present, if the 
same wax is present, it is considered to meet the composition, likewise with Fues. 
However, the amended language now excludes lyongar. 

Claims 34, 36-43, 45 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
